Talpeh, Manila and Scoul 
were strongly opposed to the 
truce. Rangoon was neutral. 
Tokyo volced guarded approval. 
Singapore gave neutral reaction, 
while in Hongtcong opinion de- 
pended on which side of the 
ideological fence newspapers 
were sitting. 

A highly qualified observer 
in Burme predicted his nation’s 
courso with these words; 
“Burma now regards ultimate 
conquest by Red China as an 
inevitability that can only be 
delayed by not irritating the 
ginnt conqueror.
